THESE PAST FOUR YEARS 


have dug down a deep well of memories from 
which you can forever draw resourceful 
waters of life spirit. | can only share what they 
have held for me. I shook hands with James 
Wynn, who was part of the team that brought 
Art Spiegelman, creator of “Maus,” to our 
campus, and then chauffeured our brilliant 
guest: I, who need a chauffeur myself! He 
smoked his way among us, leaving us his 
sketches, autographs, dazzling insights, 
merry, mad, melancholy aura. He is but one 
of many artist-scholars who have graced 
R.I.S.D. and added distinction to your 
sojourn. I was equally thrilled to play host to 
my uncle/former colleague, Herbert L. Fink, 
whose show of prints pulled the former 
Roitman building into the mainstream of our 
school. This was where the legendary career 
of Marc Harrison was celebrated Decades ago 
I launched rubber lifeboat into the sluggish 
downtown canal, like a phantom of the cine- 
ma. But in your passage here, elegant gondo- 
las and graceful canoes have moved along the 
fish-filled swan river which has become our 
ecological home, our realm. You can see us 
from a horse and carriage, or sit still on the 
benches by the quads and stare at the water 
fire exhibit, or sip your tea in front of the stu- 
dio classroom embankment. These have been 
semesters of dreams coming true, the bucket 
filled with the clear liquid of inspiration. 

This wintersession I have tapped into the 
Mellon grant fund that sets up research time 
for faculty to snoop through the storage 
spaces of the museum and lay hands on trea- 
sures that can be used in courses. | started out 
with a tiny Joseph Cornell box called “The 
Sand Fountain.” It’s just a broken turquoise 
wine glass standing under a piece of driftwood 
and pouring silver sand from its cracks: a del- 
icate and whimsical visual poem, like the sort 
of thing I like my students to offer in one of 
my classes. 

I have linked my freshman writing re-quire- 
ment to the graphics and foundation pro- 
grams. Through my journalism elective I get 
to read your thoughts in print and share them 
with the wide world. I show my own favorite 
old films in my liberal arts/film-video series, 
and | play a role in the movies you make and 
take away, sometimes with me in them. 

R.I.S.D. hovers everywhere you go, as 
though you move in a gypsy caravan through 
time and space along the road of life. With 
boosts from the faculty development or 
department and division I visited the ruins of 


a noble mansion in Portugal, the estate of a 
consul who rescued refugees from the Nazis 
in 1940 — and then lost his job and home - 
and the rocky wreckage of Malta, site of World 
War II resistance, and of the palace where the 
ambassador was our once Providence mayor: 
Joe Paolino. That ambassador’s residence 
served as a gallery for R.I.S.D. art. I saw my 
students’ familiar oils behind the grand 
piano! I found alumni art in Nassau, in the 
governor's palace, and in Pont Aven, where I 
put in a summer stint. This past August I 
made my way to Miquelon, a place with a pro- 
hibition era period charm, the last chip of 
France and of Breton culture in our hemi- 
sphere — where a French film was made in the 
lobby of my hotel, and now awaits a R.I.S.D. 
audience in our own library. 

The street artists outlive our undergraduate 
designers. Todd rolls out his brightly painted 
bike or wheelchair (found in the trash) and 
sells his cheerful wares, bits of glass glued 
into small sculptures with plumber’s glue, 
from waterplace park walkways or before 
Wickenden Street cafe terraces. He sleeps in a 
van left to rust in a parking lot. Like a genie of 
good will, he puts his blessings and meanings 
upon your passing scene. 

These are just a few scribblings from the 
calendar of my mind over the course of your 
glorious lives here. The College Building 
toasted its Goth birthday during your senior 
year I had never really looked closely at its 
logo, the winged, angelic Muse standing 
beside the eternally youthful painter-poet. It’s 
a charming symbol of the classic, surreal, epic 
dimension of your class. It’s a privilege and an 
honor to share my time with yours, and I 
thank you for it. 

Finally, there have been some retirement 
parties I’ve gone to of late. Al of the parking 
lot and Ella of the business office both left us, 
with cake and punch at the Ewing Center. Al 
kept the lot neat and clean and fair, and Ella 
fed the pigeons, sparrows and starlings in the 
shrubs. I guess they were at odds with each 
other, like the gods and heroes of Olympus. 
An era ends! But those concrete boxes of 
plants that went up and in on the stairway and 
landing above the lot, they will remain as tes- 
timony of your time here — a time of fulfill- 
ment and fruition, beauty and artistry, hope 
and friendship. 
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
